Sir,—In your issue of the 19th inst. I notice 
that fish is one of the highest prices mentioned 
as compared with 1914, which | presume is due 
to scarcity of the supply. As a partial remedy 
I would suggest that the fishermen on our larger 
lakes be allowed to try any fair means in their 
power to captute fish, and so augment the food 
supply during the war. | 
© example, take Lough Derg, which I live 
near and have often been fishing on. It is a 
large lake, twenty-live miles long and from four 
miles to six» miles wide. This lake holds a very 
lang® supply of trout, pike, perch, bream, rudd, 
and eels, of which a large amount is placed on 
thé English markets every year, especially eels. 
If the fishermen were allowed to fish with 


otier-boards, it would mean that a much larger | 


amount of trout, pike, and perch would be 
placed on the local and other markets cr 
the season fishing with a cross-line is permitte 
on paying a licence duty of 25s. Cross-line tish- 
ing is almost beyond 
fishermen, as it requires two boats and an cx- 
pensive line, as compared with the otter-board, 
which only requires one boat and less than .balf 
the amount of line. 

lt is not easy to understand why the otter- 
board has been prohibited and the cross-line, 
which is supposed to be much more deadly, al- 
lowed. Both cross-line and otter-line are 
mounted in a similar manner, the only differ- 
ence between the two being that the cross-line 
works from twenty to thirty baits, while the 
otter-board works only from five to ten baits 
If, in adilition to the cross-line, the otter-board 
were allowed, more fish would be procured to 
add to the food supply. At present the demand 
in any of the villages situated on the lake for 
fish cannot be met owing to the inefficiency of 
the existing means of capture—a. state of affairs 
which should be remedied before the next season 
opens. 

Of course, in very small lakes this method 
might reduce the stock of fish too much. In 
lakes such as Derg, which holds such a large 
amount of fish, I believe it would be impossible 
to do any harm.
